Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-5, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Gerstenberger et al U. S. Patent No. 5,605,380 (of record). 
Gerstenberger et al discloses Applicant's claimed combination of a shoulder 
strap neck reliever for a seatbelt comprising a shoulder strap and a lap strap and 
a base provided with an H-shaped cutout (slit) defining left and right openings 
and a clip integrally connected and spaced apart from said base and disposed 
substantially parallel thereto, said clip defining a strap holding area between the 
clip and the base; see Figures 3,12-14; the abstract; column 2, lines 44-48;column 
4, lines 18-24, 28-33, and claim 1.
